Town Meeting Votes 
Transfer of Funds 


There were about 40 attending 
last evening’s town meeting. The 
sum of $4,500 was voted trans- 
ferred from the road machinery 
fund for a town truck, the sum of 
$175 from the same fund to be 
used in trading for a new chain 
saw and $800 transferred from 'the 
road ‘machinery fund to the ma- 
chinery mai ance fund. 

“The selectmen of ‘Northfield are 
receiving bids for Plowing snow 
from‘ the town's sidewalks. The 
bids” should be in writing and 
should state the charge per hour 
and the equipment that would be 
used. These: should be in the 
hands of the selectmen immediate- 
ly. 

On Dec. 9 bids will be opened 
by the department of public works 
for the cleaning and. painting’ of 
the Schell bridge. The sum of $15,- 
000 was voted'early this year but 
all bids for the work specified 
were in excess of that amount 
so were rejected. Since that time 
metal work repairs have been 
completed at a cost of between 
$2000 and $2500 to the town. 

If a satisfactory bid is accepted 
the remaining work may be com- 
pleted under the new specifica- 
tions by June 1, 1959. The total 
available for the work includes 
$9000 from the state, $4000 from 
the’ town of Northfield’ and S200) 
ftom the county.

green shrubs, Cut some evergreen 
branches and place them over the 
leaves to keep them from blowing. 

There is stil] time to plant 
spring flowering bulbs, but don't 
delay. The early flowering snow- 
drop and crocus should be planted 
immediately. The later flowering 
bulbs, such as tulip, narcissus and 


time before the ground freezes. 


Plant or transplant smail trees 
and shrubs now while they are 
dormant. Use plenty of water to 
settle the soil around the roots. 
This will help hold the plants 
firm against winter winds, and ald 
in the new growth of roots. 


Put off the planting of roses 
and broad-leaved evergreens till 
early next spring. It ts too late 
for these plants to become estab- 
lished before the ground freezes. 


If you plan to start seedlings, 
pot or repot plants during the 
winter, now’s the time to get your 
soil supply. Fill a bushel basket 
or other container with soil and 
where it will be handy. Thi. can 
save such work and consternation 
later on. Store as much soil as 
you will need. If this is impracti- 
cal, place a heavy mulch of leaves 
or other material over some good 
soi] at the end of the garden to 
prevent frost penetration. You will 
find the soi] here relatively easy 
to obtain in mfd-winter even if 
you have to dig down through 
some snow to reach it.

Cy CaLoGy SEZ: 


We are approaching that season 
which has a certain urgency for 
gerdeners. Already some parts of 
Massachusetts have had the first 
snow; and winter cold that will 
freeze the ground is lurking in the 
near future. This impending 
freeze spurs us to accomplish 
those jobs which must be done 
before winter closes in. 

Finish cleaning up the gardens. 
Burn old flower stalks and plant 
refuse that was diseased or har- 
bored insects this past year. You 
can compost any “clean” plant 
materials. ; 

Rake any leaves that have 
blown back onto the lawn to pre- 
vent killing the grass. Be espe- 
cially watchful of such leaf ac- 
cumulations in hollows and in pro- 
tected corners where the wind has 
drifted the leaves. These leaves 
may be used as a mulch over 
newly planted bulbs and peren- 
nals or around the base of ever-
